Lieutenant Colonel, $3,000; Major, 
52,50(1; Captain of light battery 
(artillery), $2,000; Captain of cav- 
alry or heavy artillery, $1,800; 
Captain of infantry, $1,800; First 
Lieutenant (mounted), $1,600; not 
mounted, $1,500; Second Lieutenant 
(mounted), $1,500; not mounted, 
#1.400. 

Naval officers of high rank in ac- 
tiveservice are muchbetter paidthan 
army officers of similar rank. An 
Admiral receives $13,000; Vice Ad- 
miral. $9,0(M»; Rear Admiral, $6,000; 
Commodore, $5,000; Captain, $4,500; 

imander, $3,500; Lieutenant 
Commander, $2,800; Lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade), $2,400; Lieutenant (sen- 
ioj grade). $1,300; Ensign, $1,200. 

It will be noticed that the salary 
of an Admiral is $5,000 more than 
paid to a Cabinet officer, and it ia 
the highest salary paid by the 
Government excepting the Presi- 
dent of the United States.
